A delegation of the Fenlan Rrotherhood, sent
from the Convention for that purpose, wated on
me at my oflice ani invited mo toa;pur bafore
the * " theu sitting ar Clinton Hall,
which invitation 1 respectiully declined, stating
my reasons o be, firat, that 1 believed I should
only expose myrelf to insult and misapprehen-
glon: and, secondly, that I did not recoguize the
legality of that body.

They called on me & »econd thoe, and earnest) y
desired my artondance, assuring me that neither
msult nor mirrepresentation should oconr, and
urging that my Wnne might do much o re
store peace and harmony., Under these eircum
stances, and anxiong, as T trost [ ever am. to
promote the welfare of the Brotherhoad, | walved
my oblections, and accompanied them, The re-
sult proved that my apprehensions wore not un-
founded. AllerulefrpmamgIm'iml.mm, though
my arrival was greeted with apparent warmth,
my efforts at conullation were met with certain
wrties, whom I had previously named to the
delegation, with insull and outrage.

I was denounced as not helng a Fenlan, and
my right to be on the floor denied, although the
Convention had =ent for me themsolves, 1 was
nuhjected to u serles of puerile and impertinent
irtarruptions and cross questionings, having no
other tondency than to widen the breach already
existing, My statement that 1 had nover taken
the pledee was gualitied by the explanation that
the circle in Nasliville, Tenn., of which 1 have
the honor to be a member, and into which T was
lmﬁmn\nnsl_\' eloated, aeclded, as o compliment
to me," that no pledge shoald be required,
althongh I signitiecd my willingness then to
take it.

This explanation, which should have appeared
in the vewspeper reporte, wag not regarded by
these men, nor, when neked i 1 was willing to
take the pledge before the Conventlion, was mv
prompt offer to do so accepted, showing an evi-
dent intention to place me in o talse position, 1
certainly was not aware until then that the
slightest doubt of my loyalty to the cause ex-
isted, ond it is rather too late 1o predicate such
nn ides on o fact well known to the Congress at
Philadelphin, having been stated by no less a
person than Mr. Mulien, the friend and admirer
of Mr, O'Mahonv,

I ean certainlv atford to despise any such s
tempts, nfter a lifetime of devotion to frecdom

Mufiled up in sonrts and furs, like o boar or a
kriss-kingle, tha oldest inhabitant came down to
Tas Terkonarn oflice this morning, just aiter
breakingt, to tell our reporter that thas 8 the
coldest day we have had for thirty years, At6
o'clock this morning the thermometer stood ton
deryoes below zero, Three months ago, or loss,
we predicted in these local columnsg thet the
wenther was to be of inwonted severity, and
to-day 18 a justitication of the prediction.

It required an uuprecedented amount of pre.
science to foretell a snap like this, tor change
I& written on everything, and on nothing move
than the winter months 1 our Iatitude. Only
n aay or two ago we were wading throogh
‘ministure waves of “mud and slush,” and yes.
terday the thermometer was below zero at 7 A.
M., which cansed smiles of joy to llluminate the
fentures of the lovers of skating,

On every hand skates were being prepured
yerierday, and the proprictiors of o skating park,
who the diy before talked of letting that place
of vesort as o bathing pond, were selllng season
ticiiets to skaiers by the dozen. The proprie-
tors were bugy preparing for their patrons,
while the small ponds around the gubirbs were
well crowded,  On Baturday we chronicled the
fnct that » boy bad broke through the ice at
one of the parke and was drowned. No boy In
town could do the same thine to-day,

Yes! the Winter King, hke ancient Thor,
clothed with all the inmgnia of his royalty, made
o trnumphant entry into these regions lust night.
This is his first grand march inthis direction.
He comes like Death, spreading pallor and gloom
upon whatever he touches, But, unlike Uthe
monarch of the grave, the great obliterator of
humanity, whose harvests are perpetual and
endure with time, the Winter King satisfies his
cold desires wish perennial visies,

There was skating on the Sehuvlkill river yes-
terday, the ice being one und three-quartsr
inches in thickness. To«lay it is upwards of
four inches, and the ice men are reaping their
harvest, with faees rubicund with glee. Not
muny skaters were on the river this merning, the
air being rather too fresh. This afternoon thoy
will turn out 1n strong force at all the parks in
fown, and on the rivertoo. This morning a
couple of daring adventurers went across the
Delaware to Smith's Teland on skates. They
report all quiet in that vicinity, and no symp-
toms of a thaw,

Take it all in-all, this irlgid snap is destined to
be historical. When we, the growlng genera
tion, enall have become grandiathers, and shall
#it in the chimuey corner of winter nights with
a drity old pipe in our jaws, we shall revert to
the Sth of January, 1800, us the coldest day we
ever felt, for the editication of the little ones.
We shall cluss this year with the celebrated ones
in meteorology, which may a8 well here be men-
tioned,

I the year 401 the Black Ben was entirely
frozen over, In 703, not only the Black Saa,
but the Btraits of Dardauelles were frozen over,
and the snow i some places rose flity feet high,
In 822 the great rivers of Europe, the Danube,
the Elbe, ete,, were frozen o hurd as to bear
heavy wagons for o month, In 860 the Adriatic
wus frozen., In 991 everything was f{rozen, the
crops entirely fuiled, and u famine and pestilence
closed the year. In 1067 most of the travellers
in Germany were frozen to death on the rouds,
In 1134 the Po was frozen from Oremona o "the
scaj the wincsacks were burst, and the tress
split by the action of the frost, with immense
In 1237 the Dunube was {rozen to the
bottom, and remained long in  that state.
In 1808 the crops failed in Beotlund, and
such u famine ensued that the poor were re.
duced to feed on grass, snd muny perished
migerably in the felds, In 18.7 the crops
wholly falled in Germony; and whest,” which
some yewrs bDefore sold in Hogland at és. the
quarter, ros¢ to £2. In 1208, the wine distributed
to the soldlers was cut with hatehete.
